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Why Doubt the 
Resurrection

Mr. Chairman, Fellow Ministers, and 
Wriends in Christ: 


I count it a privilege to give a short 
address to this first Sunrise service 
sponsored by all the churches of the 
newly organized Prichard Area Minis- 
terial Association. I trust this will be 
only the beginning of a yearly gather- 
ing at this spot or some near-by place, 
which will become the best of its kind 
in the Deep South. This large crowd 
already here at this early hour shows 
the inward faith our church people 
have in the doctrine of the bodily 
resurrection of Jesus. 


The immortal Apostle Paul, in mak- 
ing his defense before King Agrippa, 
propounded this great question, “Why 
should it be thought a thing incredible 
with you, that God should raise the 
dead?” Acts 26:8. . Evidently, some 
thought it incredible that the dead 
should be raised. Paul preached the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ from the 
dead before the philosophers of 
Athens, and they were amazed when 
he declared that Jesus was resurrected 
bodily. They accused him of setting 
forth strange gods, and mocked him 
when he declared all men had been 
given assurance in that God had 
raised Jesus from the dead. Acts 17:31, 
32. 

The new governor, Festus, cried with 
a loud voice, “Paul thou art beside 
thyself; much learning doth make 
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“Thomas, come here, and touch my hands with your fingers, 
and put your hand into my side; and no longer refuse to be- 
lieve that | am living, but have faith in me!” 


thee mad,” upon hearing him say that 
Jesus was the first that should rise 
from the dead. Acts 26:23, 24. This was 
mere speculation of a wild and crazy 
head to the great governor, Festus. In 
versé 25, Paul denies being mad, but 
claims to “speak forth the words of 
truth and soberness.” 

The great flattering orator Tertullus 
said Paul was a pest or nuisance for 
preaching this great Bible truth in 
such a sober way. Acts 24:5. Years 
have passed and even now there are 
many who feel as this eloquent speak- 
er. The dissenters continue to hound 
the believers as to the credibility of 
such a thing as bodily resurrection. 

The resurrection of the dead has 
long. been one of the great articles of 
the Christian faith. I shall not make 
myself tedious to this great gathering 
by dealing at length with the age-long 
objections to the bodily resurrection of 
the dead. Many of them are familiar 
to us, of which the most familiar and 
oft leveled against this great truth is; 
namely, “That it is ridiculous and im- 





possible for bodies of men dissolved in- 
to dust and scattered to the four 
winds to be brought together in living 
bodies.” The idea that a perfectly 
dead body can be restored to life is 
scoffed. I merely suggest to you 
fair-minded people, that He who 
called all things into existence out of 
nothing can certainly make that 
which was once, to be again. He that 
can do the greater can undoubtedly do 
the lesser. That is not incredible to 
reasoning and fair-minded thinkers. 
Iam often made to wonder why 
men _ take pessimistic views of this 
greatest Christian hope in the world. 
As for myself, I gladly and openly con- 
fess to be in the front ranks with those 
who believe in the bodily resurrection 
of Jesus Christ. We are undergirded 
with the overwhelming statements of 
God’s Word in this stand. This great 
article of Christian truth flashes here 
and there in God’s Word to substanti- 
ate this miraculous fact. Before the 
resurrection of Christ, we find Job,

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‘FACTS CONCERNING CATHOLIC PROGRESS 

Frequently some communication describes in general, 
vague terms the “vast inroads being made on American life 
by the Roman Catholics.” Reluctance of that church to 
publish membership statistics, or other information from 
which an accurate impression can be gained, is in part re- 
sponsible for this opinion. 

On September 4, Archbishop Cushing, of Boston, delivered 
to a group of Catholic women an address containing some 
extremely interesting information. 

“There are,” he said, “sobering indications that our fu- 
ture growth may not be as conspicuous as it has been in 
the past.” 

For this condition he gave three reasons: (1) The very 
low immigration rate of today, (2) the declining birth rate 
among Catholic families, and (3) the increase of mixed 
marriages. 

Other conditions which were deplored were “the lack of 
adequate Catholic education, the spirit of indifference to 
ecclesiastical authority, the social contempt for their un- 
schooled fellow Catholics of educated non-Catholics.” Not 
the least significant statement from the archbishop was his 
assertion that the “many more than 25,000 priests” in the 
American church averaged no more than “about two con- 
verts per year.” 

Alongside this gloomy picture presented by this high- 
ranking Roman Catholic authority must be considered the 
expansive program of evangelism now in progress in rural 
areas, the direct and vigorous approach being made to 
southern Negroes, and the very considerable program of 
literary evangelism which is proceeding from many local 
' congregations, to say nothing of an impressive display of 
Catholic doctrine in paid advertisements in American 
newspapers.—The Protestant Voice.

We wish to cousider 4 
.elative to the responsibility of the 
Church to its youth. First, it is a fore- 
gone conclusion that a church is ac- 
tually what the membership makes it, 
and the membership is composed of 
people who are what they are because 
of the manner in which they conduct 
themselves and live—in their home, 
social, economic, and political life. All 
of these outlets of human relationship 
are destined to mould the character 
and wield an influence everlasting up- 
on those who are tutored under their 
influence. 

For instance, the Scripture says, “Be 
not deceived; God is not mocked! for 
whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap. For he that soweth to the 
flesh shall of the flesh reap corrup- 
tion; but he that soweth to the Spir- 
it shall of the Spirit reap life everlast- 
ing,” Gal. 6:7, 8. A man noticed that a 
plant of wild oats came up in his 
garden; he left it alone. When it ma- 
tured he pulled it and counted the 
seeds. There were 60 seeds of oats. 
Now suppose we sow 60 oat seeds. Next 
fall we shall have a harvest of about 
3,600 oat seeds. If you repeat this for 
a few years, the oats from the original 
seed would cover the earth. 

Adam was the original sower. His 
seed of sin now covers the earth and 
has cursed the human race. AS we 
see the sick and dying, wrecked homes, 
harlots and drunkards, criminals and 
juvenile delinquents, wars, hatred and 
bloodshed, we are reminded of the 
penalty of sin—death. 

Every hospital, insane asylum, penal 
institution and house of correction is 
but a monument to Adam’s folly. In- 
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deed, we are still living under the 
curse. Sin has permeated the whole 
human race; it is in our blood. There 
is no human remedy for sin and its 
consequences—disease and death. 

Sin has polluted the human race. 
There is not a sound branch in the 
human family tree. The prophet Isaiah 
has very fittingly described the sinful 
condition of flesh by saying, “The 
whole head is sick, and the whole 
heart faint. From the sole of the foot 
even unto the head there is no sound- 
ness in it; but wounds, and bruises, 
and putrifying sores: they have not 
been closed, neither bound up, neither 
mollified with ointment,” Isa. 1:5, 6. 
This depicts a horrible condition, and 
a great responsibility lies on those 
who control the influences of the 
youth of our land, our homes, and our 
church. 

We often use the illustration or the 
psychology of winning young men and 
women to God because of the influ- 
ence of their parents. How many evan- 
gelists have said, “Your dear old moth- 
er may have gone on to heaven. Your 
father preceded her and you have 
these precious parents now on the 
streets of gold. You want to meet them 
some day, so why not give your heart 
to God?” But his parents never prayed, 
never dedicated their lives to God. It 
is pretty hard for us to have this in- 
fluence over our youth, so we face a 
deterioration» of evangelism, because, 
not of juvenile deliquency, but of pa- 
rental delinquency. 

I have the record of one family 
traced for about 200 years. The pro- 
genitor of this unfortunate family 
was a New England vagabond. Out of

his 1,220 descendants, about 300 died 
in infancy, 310 were professional pau- 
pers, 420 were wracked by disease, 50 
were professional prostitutes, 60 were 
thieves, 5 were murderers, and the re- 
maining 53 were criminals of every 
description. In this family we do not 
find one who could have been re- 
garded as a success. 

On the other hand, we also have 
families that have _ distinguished 
themselves in every field of endeavor. 
Good health, education, courage, de- 
termination, and natural talents mean 
much in man’s struggle to distinguish 
himself in any chosen profession. 
Many severely handicapped through 
accidents, deformities, and otherwise 
retarded, have, through sheer will- 
power and determination, overcome 
all difficulties and risen above the ob- 
stacles of their surroundings to win 
the recognition for which they have 
so bravely fought. 

Out of this dogged determination on 
the part of young men and women 
with a rugged individuality, is deter- 
mined the cause of the spiritual qual- 
ities that have keen developed in the 
lives of young men and women. The 
outcroppings and the outgrowth of 
such latent powers impregnated in the 
life of the youth, though they are un- 
aware of it, eventually develop stal- 
wart men and women for God. Because 


the channel and course through 
which they must travel has been 
clearly chartered and has_ been 


definitely outlined, though they may 
side-step, may become sidetracked 
temporarily, you may rest assured, as 
the Psalmist said, “Not a hoof shall be 
left behind.” God provides through 
answered prayer when prayers have 
been prayed on the basis of faith, 
backed by proper.conduct and a life 
of influence on the part of parents, 
which parents wield the influence of 
the church.

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CHURCH OF GOD MISSION BOARD PURCHASES PROPERTY IN SAN 
ANTONIO FOR INTERNATIONAL PREPARATORY INSTITUTE 
By PAUL H. WALKER, Chairman, Mission Board 


I am sure our readers are interested 
in knowing about the purchase of this 
school property in San Antonio, Texas. 

The Church of God Missions Depart- 
ment had some property in San An- 
tonio which was purchased at the 
price of approximately $13,000. Re- 
cently, when a number of us reviewed 
this property, and while praying about 
the furtherance of our mission effort 
in behalf of the Latin Americans, we 
were told that a lady, Mrs. Sanders, 
had some property which she had 
been holding until the Lord sent her 
someone who would purchase it in 
order to dedicate it to the purpose of 
soul-saving. 

Sister Sanders, who is baptized with 
the Holy Ghost, was contacted, and we 
inquired as to what she was asking for 
the property. She told us her figure 
was $45,000; but, after we had prayed 
with her and had talked matters over, 
she agreed to let us have it at a great 
discount. In fact, we received this fine 
property for less than $39,000. I know 
this is quite a sum, but when you 
think of its worth it is not so much. 
For instance, we have two large 
houses, one with eleven or twelve 
rooms, strictly modern, and another 
with six rooms, strictly modern. There 
is another house with three rooms, 
semi-modern, a two-car garage, and 
a one-car garage. There is also a 
church, with a seating capacity of ap- 
proximately 300, furnished with two 
pianos, and two stories of Sunday 
School rooms with movable or collaps- 
ible walls between each so it can be 
made into small auditoriums or sepa- 
rate classrooms. Besides all this, 
there is a corner lot valued at $10,000. 
We have purchased all for less than 
$39,000, within eight or nine blocks of 
the heart of San Antonio and one 
block from the main highway that 
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leads into the City from the North. 
When this deal was closed, the lady 
wept and said her prayers had been 
answered. We feel like God is in this 
move. 

Why the school in San Antonio? The 
answer: For the purpose of training 
the Latin Americans in the Church of 
God manner, to send them with the 
full gospel back to their native land 
to tell the story of Jesus and His love. 
You may ask, “Latin America? Why 
there are no people there who have 
not heard the gospel.” But just a 
minute. Did you know that in South 
America alone there are 300 tribes who 
have never even as much as heard 
one syllable of the gospel of the Son 
of God? This will give you some idea, 
because there are the other countries 
that are Latin-American, which need 
this full gospel, and we believe this 
International Prefatory Institute will 
be one of the greatest assets to the 
salvation of souls and our mission ef- 
fort that we have ever had in our mis- 
sion fields. 

I am thinking of the scripture which 
says, “How shall they believe in him 
of whom they have not heard?” and 
also, “Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God.” Romans 
10:14, 17. Siberia has 75 tribes who 
have never heard; China, 50 tribes; 
India, 100 tribes; French Indo China, 
50 tribes; the Philippines, 40 tribes; 
South America, 300 tribes; and Africa, 
350 tribes. God loves the world, but 
1,000 tribes do not know Him. 

In a world which contains an ag- 
gregate of over 2 billion souls, at least 
700 million have never heard the name 
of Jesus Christ. 

In a world in which are spoken over 
2,000 languages, approximately 1,000 
languages do not have a single syllable 
of the Word of God. 


There is plenty of work to be done. 

Existing missions are crying out for 
new workers to push gospel frontiers 
forward. One mission in India is ask- 
ing for 22 new workers this year. An- 
other in South America is looking for 
10 new couples. A third in Africa is 
asking for 50 a year for the next five 
years. Another with a world-wide min- 
istry is asking for 100 new workers a 
year for the next five years. This does 
not all pertain to our church activities, 
but it does show the great hunger and 
the dire need. Do we need a school to 
prepare workers for these needy 
fields? I feel that this is one of the 
greatest steps—first preparation, and 
then may God grant His presence with 
those prepared as they go into these 
jungles, into the Congo, and into the 
land of the “Voodoos,” to tell the 
story of Jesus and His love. 

There is not only plenty of work to 
be done but also plenty of opportunity 
to do it. 

We can do it by being faithful with 
our mission-giving, and it might in- 
terest you to know that if every state 
overseer throughout our nation will 
send in the part of the district offer- 
ings that goes to Headquarters, it will 
be a great asset to the cause of mis- 
sions in fields that are now needing 
our immediate attention. 

We are as cautious as we know how 
to be. It is not the purpose of the 
Board to over-extend themselves, but it 
is the purpose of the Board to do all 
in their power to spread this gospel, 
by the fine help and cooperation of 
the people of the church throughout 
America. 

Today, the demand for workers with 
more academic background and train- 
ing is heard from many fields of the 
world. Governments are raising the 
educational requirements for mission- 
aries entering their countries. Mini- 
mum requirements for missionary 
candidates are rising. Hence, we see 
the need of preparing our workers 
again. 

The need is tremendous. Doors are 
opened on every side. Missions are 
prepared and waiting to send out 
new workers. Training is available and 
the Lord’s command is, “Go.” Reader 
for what are you waiting? Here is an 
unparalleled opportunity to invest 
your life in the greatest enterprise in 
all the world—ciaiming lost souls for 
the glory of your Redeemer. Perhaps 
you may not be able to go yourself, 
but you can stand behind those who 
have the call. In just a few days, C. E.

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Che Resurrection 
0 f Christ 





Matthew 28:1-20 


Text: “He is not here: for he is 
sisen, as he said. Come, see the place 
where the Lord lay,” verse 6. 


Nearly two thousand years ago our 
Lord was crucified on a cruel cross 
on Mount Calvary. He hung there 
between heaven and earth, with 
spikes driven in His hands and feet, 
a crown of thorns upon His head, 
and died as a sacrifice for the sins of 
the world. What a shameful death 
our Savior died, yet what wonderful 
results He has accomplished for us 
through His death! 

The week preceding His crucifixion 
had been a busy one, mixed with 
strange happenings. On Monday He 
had made His triumphal entry into 
Jerusalem. The multitude had hon- 
ored Christ by proclaiming Him king. 
Matt. 21:9, “And the multitudes that 
went before, and that followed, cried, 
saying, Hosanna to the son of David: 
Blessed is he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord; Hosanna in the highest.” 
The whole city of Jerusalem was 
moved. The disciples probably thought 
that now Christ would set up His 
earthly kingdom; that He would make 
the nation of the Jews as_ great 
among the nations of the world as it 
was in the days of David and Solo- 
mon. But alas, there were great 
trials ahead for them. 

Christ was busy during the rest of 
the week cleansing the temple, heal- 
ing the sick and teaching the people 
many things concerning Himself. He 
condemned the righteousness of the 
scribes and Pharisees. He told of His 
second coming to earth and 
warned the disciples to watch, pray 
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and be ready for this coming. 

After He had finished these say- 
ings, He ate the Passover Supper with 
His disciples. While eating this supper 
Jesus said, “. . . All ye shall he of- 
fended because of me this night: for 
it is written, I will smite the shep- 
herd, and the sheep of the flock shall 
be scattered abroad. But after I am 
risen again, I will go before you into 
Galilee,” Matt. 26:31, 32. Peter boast- 
fully bragged that he would not leave 
Jesus even though all the rest did, 
but Jesus knew Peter’s faith would 
fail. 

After the Passover Supper, Jesus 
carried the disciples to the Garden 
of Gethsemane to pray. He prayed 
in such agony here until His sweat 
became as it were great drops of blood 
falling down to the earth. He realized 
His hour was at hand. Not only was 
He to suffer great physical torture, 
but desertion from the Father as well. 
Before He left the garden, Judas 
came with a great multitude of people, 
who had swords and staves, to take 
Jesus, aS if He were some kind of 
criminal. He was arrested and taken 
before Caiaphas the high priest that 
same night. The Sanhedrin court 
planned to take Him, not according 
to the law, but by subtility. Their 
decision to arrest Christ was illegal on 
the grounds that no proof was of- 
fered of any offense. He was arrested 
without a warrant, which was also 
illegal. He was tried by night; night 
trials were contrary to their own laws. 
They sought false witness against 
Him; they did not want the truth. 
Their minds were set for the death 
penalty before the trial, before they 
had even heard their evidence. The 
witnesses could not agree. Pilate and 
Herod were both Gentile judges under 
the Roman Empire. The Jews had 
charged Christ with blasphemy, but 


knowing that a Roman judge would 
not convict on these charges, they 
changed their charges to treason. The 
whole multitude arose and delivered 
Him to Pilate. 

The story of Jesus before Pilate is 
a very interesting one. Pilate was the 
Roman governor of Judea. He as- 
sumed his office about the time Jesus 
began His public ministry. His of- 
ficial residence was at Caesarea. He 
came to Jerusalem at the time of the 
feasts to keep order. He was cruel 
and noted for his habitual brutality. 
Like the Roman emperors of his day, 
he rather enjoyed the spectacle of 
the torture and death of a man. 
Whether Christ was handsome, as 
one tradition has it, or ugly, as 
another tradition has it, we do not 
know, but there was something about 
Him which attracted Pilate. Pilate 
tried to get out of crucifying Christ 
by appealing from the Jewish rulers 
to Herod; then from Herod, who 
could find no fault in Him, back to 
the rulers; from 
multitude. When the multitude 
turned against Jesus, Pilate tried to 
appeal to their pity by having Jesus (

not require His crucifixion. Not un- 

til it began to look as if it might cost 
him his position as governor of Judea 
did Pilate at last consent to the death 
of Jesus. Pilate’s treatment of Jesus 
is an example of how multitudes to- 
day treat Him. This was Pilate’s op- 
portunity to justify Jesus. He could 
find no fault in Him. Pilate was will- 
ing to substitute Barabbas for Jesus, 
but the multitude refused to do this. 
So in order to please the people, he

Pilate confessed Him to be just. The 
sentence was passed without His be- 
ing convicted. Luke 23:24, “And Pilate 
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gave sentence that it should be as 
they required.” 


“And when they were come to the 
place, which is called Calvary, there 
they crucified him, and the male- 
factors, one on the right hand, and 
the other on the left.” The people 
mocked Christ while He was hanging 
on the cross. They said, “He saved 
others; let him save himself, if he be 
Christ, the chosen of God.” The veil 
of the temple was rent in twain. 
There was an earthquake and many 
graves opened and many bodies of 
the saints which slept arose. The 
people who looked on feared greatly. 
The centurion said, “Truly this was 
the Son of God.” 


Matt. 27:57-60, “When the even 
was come, there came a rich man of 
Arimathaea, named Joseph, who also 
himself was Jesus’ disciple: He went 
to Pilate, and begged the body of 
Jesus. Then Pilate commanded the 
body to be delivered. And when Jo- 
seph had taken the body, he wrapped 
it in a clean linen cloth, and laid it 
in his own new tomb, which he had 
hewn out in the rock: and he rolled 
a great stone to the door of the sepul- 
chre, and departed.” The Pharisees 
and chief priests remembered that 
Jesus had said He would rise again 
the third day, so they asked Pilate 
to set a guard by the tomb of Jesus 
to be sure His disciples would not 
steal His body and then say He had 
risen. So Pilate told them to set a 
watch and make it as sure as they 
could. 

Luke 24:1-9, “Now upon the first 
day of the week, very early in the 
morning, they came unto the sepul- 
chre, bringing the spices which they 
had prepared, and certain others with 
them, And they found the stone rolled 
away from the sepulchre. And they 
entered in and found not the body 
of the Lord Jesus. And it came to 
pass, as they were much perplexed 


by them in shining garments: And 
as they were afraid, and bowed down 
their faces to the earth, they said un- 
to them, Why seek ye the living 
among the dead? He is not here, but 
is risen: remember how he spake un- 
to you when he was yet in Galilee, 
saying, The Son of man must be 
delivered into the hands of sinful 
men, and be crucified, and the third 
day rise again. And they remembered 
his words, and returned from. the 
sepulchre, and told all these things 
unto the eleven, and to all the rest.” 
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There had been a terrible earth- 
quake when the angel had rolled the 
stone from the door of the tomb. The 
guards were terrified at the earth- 
quake, the angel and the absence of 
the body of Jesus from the tomb, so 
they fled to report these things to 
the Sanhedrin. The Sanhedrin bribed 
them to say they had fallen asleep 
and the disciples had stolen the body 
of Jesus while they slept. But, thank 
God, His body was not stolen; He had 
risen from the dead as He had de- 
clared He would do! The stone, which 
was sealed with Pilate’s seal and 
guarded by Roman soldiers, was 
rolled away. No one would have dared 
to break that seal. But regardless of 
the security that was literally given, 
it was impossible to hold the Son of 
God as a prisoner in that tomb. The 
religious leaders thought that now 
they were rid of Christ. They had 
no idea He would rise again. But 
Christ is not to be put aside so light- 
ly. People today try to bury Him out 
of their thoughts. Modernists of our 
day try to discredit His resurrection 
by saying He only went into a coma, 
but we have proof that Christ actual- 
ly died and rose again according to 
His own words, 


The resurrecticn of Christ was the 
glorification of the Redeemer’s person 
and the seal of His atoning work. 
It demonstrated His divinity. In all 
of our Lord’s predictions of His resur- 
rection, He makes Himself the agent. 
His first allusion concerning His 
resurrection was “destroy this temple 
and in three days I will raise it up.” 
Another allusion was, “I lay down my 
life that I might take it up again.” 
When Jesus prayed, “Glorify thy Son 
that thy Son may also glorify thee,” 
He had in view His death and resur- 
rection. 


His resurrection was a ratification 
of His claim as a prophetic teacher. 
It was the credential of His eternal 
teachings. His release from death 
declared that He died for the sins of 
mankind and that His atonement 
was accepted. It was a pledge of life 
to His people. His resurrection with 
its infallible signs completed the edu- 
cation of the apostles’ faith and laid 
the cornerstone of all evidence for- 
ever. 

Christ’s resurrection has produced 
great results for the believer. It 
proves to us that God has accepted 
the atoning work of Christ in our be- 
half. Rom. 4:25, “Who was delivered 
for our offences, and was raised again 








for our justification.” His resurrection 
marked Him off, in a unique sense, 
as the Son of God, Rom. 1:4, “And 
declared to be the Son of God with 
power, according to the spirit of holi- 
ness, by the resurrection from the 
dead.” 

Christ’s resurrection assures the 
believer of his acceptance with God. 
Paul said, “If Christ be not risen, then 
is our preaching vain, and your faith 
is also vain.” But Christ is risen in- 
deed and is become the firstfruits 
of them that slept. His resurrection 
grants the Holy Ghost to the believer 
and all needed power. On the day of 
Pentecost when the great outpouring 
of the Spirit was given, the people 
were amazed, but Peter said (Acts 
2:32, 33), “This Jesus hath God raised 
up, whereof we all are witnesses. 
Therefore being by the right hand of 
God exalted, and having received of 
the Father the promise of the Holy 
Ghost, he hath shed forth this, which 
ye now see and hear.” If Christ had 
not risen, Peter would have had no 
basis for this sermon. 

Dear reader, the resurrection of 
Christ is a reality. The devil and his 
workers have never been able to dis- 
prove these facts. If you have not 
accepted Christ, let me urge you to 
do so now. The life you live here on 
earth determines the place to which 
you go after this earthly life is over. 
God has commanded men everywhere 
to repent. If we die out to this world, 
receive the spiritual birth from above, 
we have the promise of eternal life 
with Christ our Lord. May God bless 
each reader.

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Church Progress During 
Hirst Six Months of 
this Year 


We are giving some statistics of the 
work of the church for the first six 
months of this assembly year, and 
does not include the foreign mission 
field. This information has been se- 
cured from the State Overseers’ 
monthly reports to the’General Over- 
seer, showing the number of sermons 
preached, the number of people saved, 
and the number of increase in mem- 
bership. We have figured out the aver- 
age sermons for each one saved, also 
the average sermons for each one 
increase in church membership. 

This will give you an idea of the 
progress of the work in each section 
from the spiritual side. There could be 
some duplication in the number show- 
ing how many saved, if the evangelist 
and pastor both report the same ones; 
which should not be done. Then if the 
evangelist conducts a revival in an- 
other state and reports that revival 
in his home state, then both states 
would count the number saved and 
that would be duplications, this would 
change the figures some. 

Number of sermons preached for the 
first six months of last assembly year 
was 120,611; this year, 124,398; an in- 
crease of 3,787. Number saved last year 
for same period, 21,149; this year, 24,- 
866; an increase of 2,717. Number add- 
ed to church same period last year, 
7,585; this year, 8,447; an increase of 
862. The over-all average last year was 
5-7/10 sermons for each one saved, 
this year only 5 sermons for each one 
saved. Last year 15-6/7 sermons for 
each one increase in membership, this 
year 14-3/4 sermons for each one in- 
crease in membership. 

We may give you some financial sta- 
tistics later and see if the spiritual 
gain is in proportion to the financial 
gains.

If the son and the daughter hear 
the father use profanity and see him 
using tobacco or liquor, they realize he 
carries ill will and spite, and naturally 
those footprints which are deeply seat- 
ed in the sands of life will be stepped 
into by those who follow; namely, his 
son and daughter who have implicit 
faith and confidence in their father, 
and their mother. Therefore, it is easy 
to see that the influence on the youth 
in the field of evangelism is wielded 
by the church, the church that gives 
the youth consideration, the pastor 
who recognizes the youth in his 
church, who sponsors youth revivals, 
sponsors youth social activities that 
are legitimate, who sponsors a young 
people’s choir or a daily vacation Bi- 
ble School. 

It is easy to see the breeding of a 
child by its conduct in a church serv- 
ice. I have seen them sit in the back 
of the church where their actions 
would be unbecoming—young men 
and women who would be cuddled up 
to one another, holding hands and in 
a mood that was unattentive to the 
Word of God. The house of God was 
desecrated. Maybe the fathers of these 
sons and daughters were preachers, 
deacons of the Church, or prominent 
persons in the Sunday School. This is 
a shame. Certainly we cannot expect 
the results of evangelism in the lives 
of the youth unless we have had some 
degree of it in the lives of the adults, 
setting standards of sobriety, social 
and moral purity, and standards which 
keep us separated from the world; not 
with a dominating force, but with 
love and affection toward God, toward 
men and toward our country. 

May the Lord bless the readers of 
this article and may it redound to His 


glory.

David, and Isaiah foretelling it. Our 
Lord promised to raise the temple up 
in three days, if the Jews destroyed 
His body. John 2:19. He promised to 
come out of the tomb and grave- 
clothes, just as Jonah came out of the 
prepared fish in three days. Matt. 12: 
39, 40. He told His disciples several 
times He would be delivered into 
hands of men and be killed. Every 
time He told them He was to be cruci- 
fied, He likewise told them He would 
rise again on the third day. Matt. 18: 
21; 17:22, 23; 20:18, 19. The hour came 
and He was crucified and buried, with 

the sepulchre sealed and guarded. 

Those who had followed Him con- 
stantly, for a brief but wonderful min- 
istry, were weeping with sorrow. In 
spite of His “Let not your heart be 
troubled,” they were heartbroken. 
Those who were up early on the first 
day of the week as day dawned were 
slow to understand. It became a reality 
to the beloved disciple as he stood in- 
side the tomb looking at the orderly 
arrangement of the graveclothes that 
covered His dead body. The clothes be- 
ing now empty, the record states, “he 
saw and believed.” The devoted Mary, 
rescued from a most vile life, was the 
most gricf-stricken of all, it seems. As 
she stood by the open tomb, hearing 
a rustle and her name uttered by Him, 
she recognized her risen Master and 
all her grief turned at once to glad- 
ness. Thomas refused to believe those 
that were glad when he entered the 
room and they saw their Lord. All 
doubts of this great truth vanished 
like night birds at the dawn of day, 
when he saw nail prints in His hands 
and the pierced side. 

The early church supplanted the 
Jewish Sabbath with this first day of 
the week, in recognition of the most 
wonderful event in the history of the 
world.
